More  money  for  the  state  teachers 
colleges  for  personal  servioes  and 
operations  has  been  recommended 
by  those  in  charge  of  the  1939-40 
state  budget,  according  to  W.  B.  Mc¬ 
Gregor,  state  budget  director.  Mc¬ 
Gregor  made  this  statement  before 
an  assembly  of  legislators-elect  and 
state  officials,  who  met  here  last 
Monday  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  problems  of  the  coming  state 
legislature. 

.C.  O.  Roberson,  senator  from  Rock 
Port,  who  was  chairman  for  the  day, 
called  upon  the  representatives  of 
the  various  state  offices  to  express 
their  views.  Tom  Douglas  spoke  for 
the  State  Department  of  Agriculture, 
it  was  estimated  by  those  in  charge 
that  there  were  more  than  forty 
attending  the  meeting.

At  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
conference,  it  was  brought  out  by 
George  Melcher,  superintendent  of 
schools,  Kansas  City,  that  if  retired 
teachers  expect  to  be  assisted  by  the 
state,  they  would  be  forced  to  begin 
early  to  save  for  the  future. 

Speaking  from  the  standpoint  of 
one  who  has  served  more  than  fifty 
years  in  the  field  of  education,  Mr. 
Melcher  said  teachers  should  be  re¬ 
quired  to  put  back  four  per  cent  of 
their  salary.  By  the  time  they  reach 
the  age  of  sixty-five  or  seventy,  an 
ample  annuity  will  be  provided  for 
them  with  the  supplement  of  state 
payments. 

■  He  suggested  teachers  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  retire  at  the  age  of  sixty-two 
and  forced  to  retire '.at  seventy.

One  hundred  and  twenty  members 
of  the  College  chorus,  directed  by 
Mr.  Paschal  Monk,  director  of  music, 
will  sing  Handel’s  oratorio,  "The 
Messiah,”  on  an  elaborately  decorat¬ 
ed  auditorium  stage,  Thursday 
morning,  December  22.  The  exact 
hour  will  be  announced  later. 

The  oratorio,  which  has  been  giv¬ 
en  at  the  College  at  Christmas  time 
for  several  years,  will  be  performed 
in  a  slightly  different  manner  this 
year  than  has  been  the  custom. 
There  will  be  only  two  soloists,  Miss 
Catherine  Dando,  contralto,  and 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Monk,  soprano.  The 
lines  usually  sung  by  the  bass  and 
tenor  and  possibly  a  few  of  the  usual 
chorus  lines  will  be  read  by  Dr.  J. 
P.  Kelly,  head  of  the  speech  depart¬ 
ment. 

According  to  Mr.  Monk,  there  are 
two  advantages  to  be  gained  by  the 
new  system,  cutting  short  of  the 
program,  which  is  to  last  only  one 
hour,  and  increasing  the  intelligibil¬ 
ity  of  the  continuity  of  the  story. 

The  part  of  the  Messiah  which  is 
to  be  given  is  the  prophecy  of  the 
coming  of  Christ.  Mr.  Monk  stated 
that  the  "Messiah”  Is  considered  to 
be  without  peer  as  far  as  oratorios 
are  concerned.  It  was  written  in  1741 
and  first  performed  in  1742  at  Dub¬ 
lin,  Ireland.  Handel  was  so  inspired 
when  he  wrote  the  work  that  he 
completed  it  in  twenty-four  days 
which  is  rather  remarkable. 

The  College  performance  will  close 
with  the  celebrated  Hallelujha 
Chorus,  which  normally  comes  at 
l  the  end  of  the  second  part.  It  has 
been  customary  for  audiences  to 
stand  during  the  singing  of  this 
Chorus  since  an  early  performance 
before  a  king  of  England.  At  that 
time  this  king  was  so  impressed  that 
he  stood  and  the  remainder  of  the 
audience  rose  with  him. 

Heal  Believes 
Tower  Pictures 
Are  Improvement 

All  individual  pictures  for  the  1939 
Tower,  yearbook  of, the  College,  have 
been  returned  and’  are  being  pre¬ 
pared  for  engraving,  it  was  learned 
this  week  from  Tower  editor,  Willis 
Heal,  Kansas  City.

Mr.  Herbert  Dieterich,  principal  of 
the  College  high  school,  was  one  of 
the  speakers  at  the  district  meeting 
of  the  Nodaway  County  Council  of 
Religious  Education  held  at  the 
Maryville  Christian  church,  Decem¬ 
ber  4,  He  spoke  on  "Remedies  for 
Juvenile  Delinquency.” 

*  Declaring  that  since  the  CCC 
camps  of;  the  country  were  insti¬ 
tuted,  Mt\  Dieterich  pointed  out 
that  the  average  age  of  criminals 
has  been  raised  from  nineteen  to 
twenty-three  years.  He  added  that 
worthwhile  activities  are  the  best 
preventative  of  crime.  "If  a  child 
grows  up  in  a  home  that  is  broken 
or  is  unhappy,  he  does  not  develop 
respect'  for  law  and  the  idea  of 
working  together,”  he  said. 

“A  child  needs  a  great  deal  of 
affection  as  he  grows  up.  He  needs 
someone  to  take  a  personal  inter¬ 
est  in  him.  We  cannot  measure  this 
by  tests  but  it  is  the  most  import¬ 
ant  thing  we  do  in  school.  The 
greatest  teacher  is  the  one  with  the 
■warmest  heapt,"  he  concluded.

“l  am  anxious  to  see  what  you  are 
doing  in  physical  education,"  Mr. 
Ferguson  writes.  “I  believe  that  you 
have  one  of  the  best  staffs  In  this 
section  of  the  country  and  I  am 
certain  that  you  are  establishing  a 
department  that  Missouri  will  be 
very  pround  of. 

"I  was  .especially  interested  to 
learn  that  you  had  Day  Weems  with 
you.  Several  people  have  asked  me 
about  her  during  the  past  year- 
wondering  just  where  she  had,  gone. 
And  your  coachlug  staff  looks  like 
the.  best  In  the.  South  at  the  present 
time.  I  have  been  hearing  about 
your  football  team  ever  since  the 
beginning  of  the  season.
